A goodly percentage of the read- 


ers of this magazine seem to en- 
tertain the notion that some day 
they may write a book and make 
a lot of money. It takes about a 
year to write an ordinary novel. 
The foregoing figures indicate a 
return of $960 to the author. 
If 


the book came out in more ex- 
pensive form, selling for J2.50, the 
author's royalty would be 10 per- 


, cent, but- the; sale .would probably 


be not more than 1,500. At that' 
rate the royalty would be 5375, 
which is low pay for a year's 
work. 


However, there is always the 


chance that the book will be an- 
other Gone With the Wind, or that 
the stage and movie rights will sell 
for some fabulous sum.

New German 
Protest on 
Ship Seizure 


But Secretary 
Hull Declines 
to Give Out Text 
of Message 


WASHINGTON—(/P)~Secretary Hull 


said Tuesday Germany had sent a 
new note reinforcing its protest over 
the seizure of German merchant ships 
mid crews in the U. S.. 


Hull declined to give the nature of 


the new communication except to say 
that it was connected with the seizure 
of the ships. 


From other sources, however, it was 


learned that the new note supplied 
supporting data on German claims that 
the U. S. had violated international 
law and the treaty of friendship. and 
commerce between the two countries. 


At the same time the note was said 


to have told the Secretary of State 
that his note rejecting previous Nazi 
protests had failed to make clear 
the legal basis for prosecution of 
German crew members.
